The city has already paid Dady 4$170,- 
600 on the contract, according to W. A. 
Hansell, Jr., assistant construction 
chief, and a fund of $20,000 is in the 
hands of Comptroller Goldsmith ¢. the 
credit of the Peachtree job.

Passmore, 
who unexpectedly joined the ranks as 
a volunteer, carried also a big suf- 
frage ftlag with a field of ten blue 
stars, representing the ten states that 
have granted suffrage to women. He 
said he intended to go the whole dis- 
tance.

Princeton, N. J., February 12.—Presi- 
dent-elect Wilson announced definitely 
tonight that he would not make pub- 
lic the names of his cabinet until he 
sent them to the senate for confirma- 
tion March 4. 

“I will follow the good old-fashioned 
method,” he said, “ and not make any 
announcement until the names of the 
cabinet members are sent to the sen- 
ate.” Mr. Wilson’s remarks were oc- 
casioned by the publication of reports 
from Washington that he would an- 
nounce his cabinet tomorrow. He said 
there Was absolutely no truth or au- 
therity for the reports. 

Mr. Wilson, it indicated, will ask 
the men to whom portfolios are offered 
to regard the information as confiden- 
ial ié@ belleves also, it is sad, that 
he ought not make any important an- 
nouncement until he {s actuaily presi- 
dent. The premature announcement 
from outside sources, however, it was 
admitted, may upset the <Overnor'’s 
plans. 

The president-elect was asked if his 
policy of reserving announcement 
meant he still was undecided as to the 
personnel of the cabinet and expected 
further suggestions. 

“I certainly do intend to keep my 
mind open,” he said, “till the last mo- 
ment in a number of cases. I think 
the fleld of possible choices is as full 
as it possibly can be, but I must say 
that the number of men who have en- 
tered themselves has not been large.” 
The governor received in silence the 
information that he had been official]- 
ly elected president of the United 
States through the balloting in the 
house of representatives today. He 
said he had been working hard in his 
Study all day, examining papers and 
documents which had been accumulat- 
ing ever since his nomination. He got 
press reports of the Mexican situation, 
but offered no comment.

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KAISER OF GERMANY 


PREITY GOOD FARMER 


Emperor Tells How He Has 
Succeeded in Tilling Soil. 
Crops Made. 


Big 


Berlin, February 12.—Emperor Wil- 
liam gave an interesting account of 
his experiences as a farmer in an in- 
furmal speech delivered today before 
the German agricultural council. 

He went into details in regard to 
the improvements he had made on his 
estate at Katinan. Since 1907 he has 
increased the arable land there from 
500 to 650 acres, besides reclaiming 300 
acres of meadow land which previous- 
Ivy had produced practically nothing. 
It gave 225 tons of hay, besides pas- 
turing 70 to 800 cattle in 1909. In 1910 it 
vielded 459 tons of hay and pastured 
120 cattle and 90 horses, The emperor 
said: 

‘'T intended continuing 
ments on an outlying 
which I have evicted 
cause he was no good.” 

The emperor then narrated the re- 
sults he obtained by tintroducing a 
variety rye hitherto unknown in east, 
Prussia. He = said: 

“The neighboring farmers whose 
rye had been badly tgeated saw with 
astonishment my rye standing with 
ears erect like the lancers of my 
uhlans. When in the autumn the grain 
was hauled in, the farmers crowded 
before my barns and fairly cudgied 
each other to get seed. I did excellent 
business with the rye. Before the re- 
clamation was undertaken this land 
produced 600 loads, but afterward it 
yielded 1,400.” 

The emperor then recurred to his 
experiments in erossing Zebu with Ger- 
man cattle. saying the crossbreeds pro- 
duced remarkably strong oxen. He ex- 
plained that he hoped to develop a 
faster breed of oxen “which will get 
home the harvest wagon in quicker 
time.”’ 

The emperor concluded:

STILL BAHILUNG 


FOR SUPREMACY 


Another Day of Artillery 
Duelling Leaves the Fight 
for Control in Mexico Still 
Undecided. 


TWO AMERICAN WOMEN 
KILLED DURING BATTLE 


For Hours the Cannon of the 
Combatants Swept the City 
Streets—Outcome of Battle 
Remains in Doubt. 


Mexico City, February 12.—Mexico’s 
capital was torn asunder again today 
by shot and shell. It was not until 9 
o'clock tonight that the fire in all 
quarters ceased. 

General Felix Diaz, in command of 
the rebel forces, fortified and en-- 
trenched in and around the arsenal, 
had held his ground against the fed- 
erals. He had done more than this. 
He had subjected the city to a more 
terrible bombardment than that of 
yesterday. 

He had enlarged his zone of action 
and had sent forces against the na- 
tional palace. 

BOTH MADERO AND DIAZ 


Pes ARE VERY OPTIMISTIC 


But tonight Madero was optimistic. 
| Throughout the bombardment and the _. 
almost continuous rattle of machine 
guns. and rifles, the president went 
about his work in the palace appar- 
ently unperturbed. He took counsel 
frequently with the finance minister, 
Ernesto Madero. From time to time 
he was in conversation with General 
Huerta, the commander-in-chief, re- 
garding plans of attack. His courage 
was great, his confidence remarkable.

NUMBER OF THE KILLED 

CANNOT BE ESTIMATED 

The number of dead and wounded 
cannot even be estimated, but it is 
large. For two hours during the fore- 
noon the rebel gunners rained shot 
and shell at the lofty structures of 
the city, from the roofs of which fed- 
eral sharpshooters and machine-gun 
men had attempted to rake the in- 
surgents in the trenches and behind 
the barricades of the arsenal. 

Shells from the heavy guns were well 
timed, the explosions throwing perhaps 
hundreds of thousands of bullets onto 
the roofs, effectually clearing for a 


time at least these buildings of the 


picked men from the federal troops. 

Some of the rebel shells and not a few 
rifle bullets reached the national pal- 
ace,none did serjous damage, however.

Great Element of Danger. 


One great element of danger in the 
Situation arises from the presence in 
the City of Mexico of about 17,000 for- 
eigners, whose home governments are 
known to be in receipt of many heart- 
rending appeals for assistance. Recog- 
nizing the disposition of the United 
States government to extend the same 
protection to these Europeans and 
Asiatics as to its own citizens, so far 
none of the diplomatic representatives 
of the foreign powers in Washington 
has done more than make a few in- 
quiries at the state department as to 
the actual situation in the Mexican 
capital. 

A wholesale evacuation of the city 
by the foreign element would involve 
the latter in an enormous financiaéf 
loss, and looking to the precedents 
eStablished in the civil .war, it Is 
doubtful whether any compensation 


|}could be exacted from whatever gov- 


ernment may exist after the close of 
hostilities in Mexico. Altogether. it is 
apparent that the administration is 
likely to find it very difficult to ad- 
here strictly to this declared policy of 
non-intervention if the situation tn the 
City of Mexico is not materially 
changed for the better in a very short 
time. 

To ‘add to the difficulty in keeping 
in close touch with the situation, word 
came to the state department late to- 
day from Consul Garrett, at Laredo, 
Texas, that all wires were down south 
of Monterey and that communication 
between Laredo and that point could 
be had only by way of Mier. A com- 
Plete severance of telegraphic com- 
munication between the United States 
and its embassy in the City of Mexico 
at this critical juncture might easily 
bring about a change in policy on the 
part of the administration at least

New News of Yesterday 


Daniel Lamont’s Prediction in an Albany 
Oyster Cellar, 


By E. J. Edwards.

On the evening before the organization of 
the legislature of New York state in January, 
1880,.a caucus of the republicans nominated 
thé late General George 
H. Sharpe for speaker. 
One of those who at- 
tended this caucus as a 
spectator was General 
Chester A. Arthur, who 
the year following was 
to become president of 
the United States. 

At midnight, after 
the caucus, a little com- 
pany of republican lead- 
ers visited an humble 
oyster house in the vi- 
cinity. They had knowl- 
edge of the expert skill 
of the keeper of that 
cellar-like restaurant in 
the cooking of oysters 
in various styles. 

Whenever General 
Arthur visited Albany 
he made it a point to treat himself to one 
of the oyster’ stews for which this pro- 
prietor, who was also his own cook, was 
locally famous. The little group of repub- 
lican leaders consisted of General Chester 
A. Arthur, who, three years earlier, had 
been removed from the office of collector 
of the port of New York by President Ruth- 
erford B. Hayes; General Sharpe, who had 
been removed at the same time from the 
office of surveyor of the port, and Gen- 
Hamilton Ward, who was a staunch 
Roscoe Conkling and of 
General Arthur. There were some lesser 
republican lights in the company. They 
were all very happy. The governor of the 
state, Alonzo B. Cornell, who had been in- 
augurated a few hours earlier, was re- 
moved from the post of naval officer at 
the custom house of New York at the time 
General Arthur and General Sharpe had 
been removed. 

The reason why these republican lead- 
ers were rejoicing was, I thought, as I sat 
with that company, due entirely to the fact 
that although President Hayes had removed 
these men from conspicuous public offices, 
one of them had been elected governor of 
New York, another had been nominated for 
speaker of the assembly, while it was the 
understanding that at the meeting of the 
legislature the following year General Ar- 
thur would be elected United States sena- 
tor. All of these republicans looked upon 
General Arthur as their real leader, second 
only to Senator Conkling.

Lamont replied, “I suppose you cele- 
bratinge your triumphs, but you ought to 
have Governor Cornell and Senator Conk- 
ling here to complete the circle.” 

A few minutes later Lamont beckoned to 
me cautiously and I went with him to the 
door of the oyster room. 

“T suppose you think that General Ar- 
thur and the others are congratulating 
themselves that they have at last got even 
with President Hayes for removing them 
from office,” he said. 

I confessed that that was precisely 
had occurred to me. 

“Well, those men are not thinking about 
Hayes at all. I'll tell you what they have 
in mind. They have at last got, control of 
the republican organization of the state. 
They have got the governor and the 
speaker of the assembly and the attorney 
general and all the other influences ex- 
cepting one, and they think they have got 
him. 

“What those men intend to do is to 
give the solid delegation from New York 
state to the republican national convention 
at Chicago next June to General Grant for 
the presidential nomination. 

“They are going to give to Grant a 
great majority of these delegates, but they 
are not going to have a united delegation, 
although they don’t know it. Judge Rob- 
ertson, who is very powerful in the eastern 
part of New York state, intends to swing 
away at least one-third of the delegates, 
and he can control aS many as that, from 
Grant fo Blaine. All my friends think that 
this will defeat Grant’s nomination. Those 
men in there,” Lamont continued, nodding 
his head toward the restaurant, “don’t know 
that they have Judge Robertson to reckon 
with.” 

It turned out as Lamont predicted. Judge 
William C. Robertson (appointed the next 
year by President Garfield collector of the 
port of New York) controlled a minority of 
the New York delegation which supported 
Blaine. This broke Grant’s strength at 
Chicago.

the highly esteemed private secretary of 
President Grover Cleveland.

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WHO WAS 
PSALMANAZAR? 


Psalmanazar is credited with being one 
of the most daring impostors in history, and 
although his hoaxes were exposed, there 
always has been and always will be a pro- 
found mystery about the man himself. No 
one knows who he was. Psalmanazar was 
not his name, but he gave it to himself— 
and no one knows why he chose this name 
and not his own, other than that he ar- 
ranged it from Shalmaneser, the Assyrian 
prince, who is mentioned in the Bible. 

According to the vague autoblography of 
Psalmanazar his birthplace was a city lying 
on the road between Avignon and Rome, and 
the date of his birth 1679. When he was 
twenty-three. years of age he was met at 
Sluys by Rev. Mr. Innes, chaplain of a Scotch 
regiment in Holland. He asserted to have 
been brought up on the Island of Formosa 
and that he was an unconverted Japanese 
student. Formosa and Japan were little 
known in those days, and a native of either 
place, traveling in Europe, attracted a great 
deal of attention. 

Mr. Innes tried to convert Psalmaxazar 
to Christianity, and he consented to go with 
the chaplain to England, where he was bap- 
tized. He was sent to college and he was 
Kept busy in entertaining the persons he 
came in contact with, with information re- 
garding the practically unKnown Island of 
Formosa, its language, customs, dress, laws, 
etc. 

Now Psalmanazar never had been either 
in Japan or Formosa and had no more 
knowledge of them than any other European. 
At first several educated men in England 
doubted his statements, but when he was

subjected to the most rigid tests, he an- 
swered every question in such a clear and 


straightforward way that they "were con- 
vinced. 

Psalmanazar therefore had invented a 
new language. He translated the Church of 
England catechism into the “Formosan” 
tongue. Then he wrote, in 1704, a remark- 
able book entitled “Historical and Geo- 
Sraphical Description of Formosa.” This 
volume told in careful detail the history and 
nature of an absolutely fictitious country, 
not In the least like the real Formosa. 

It was a monstrous achievemént to tIn- 
vent a whole language whose syntax, vocab- 
ulary and verbal derivations so _ cleverly 
were thought out as to deceive England's 
foremont professors of languages. He was 
also clever enough to be able to paint weird 
specimens of Formosan art. 

Finally Psalmanazar, with as much ease 
as he had announced his Japanese-Formosan 
connection, made a public confession that his 
whole story was a hoax and that he knew 
nothing about Formosa or any other part of 
the Orient, and that he had been no nearer 
to Japan than eastern Italy. Why he-should 
have confessed is not quite clear. 

The most peculiar thing about it all’ is 
that, instead of losing through this confes- 
sion, he gained friends, and the self-con- 
fessed liar became the honored friend of 
England’s most famous men. For more than 
a half century after his exposure, Psalman- 
azar lived on in London in honored ease, 
dying in 1763. Who he was, whence he came 
and the real secret of the wonderful lan- 
guage and country he asserted to have in- 
vented, never will be known.

It excited seem to justify Horace Walpole’s 
comment that, as a literary impostor, he 
possessed a greater genius than Chatterton. 

Smollet, in “Humphrey Clinker,” de- 
scribed him in his old age as one “who, after 
having drudged half a century in the. lit- 
erary mill in all the simplicity and absti- 
nence of an Asiatic, subsists upon the char- 
ity of a few booksellers, just sufficient to 
keep him from the. parish,” | 

After his death his autobiographical 
memoirs were printed. These said that he 
had been born in France and described cer- 
tain alleged adventures of his in Italy, Hol- 
land and Germany. There is no reason to 
believe that the memoirs are any more 
truthful than was his Formosa story. In 
them it-is admitted that Psalmanazar was 
not his name, nor would he reveal his exact

Precedents and Presidents 
By Sam W. Small. 


About that six-year single presidential 
term measure there are some historic facts 
that have been singularly overlooked. 

Senator Miles Poindexter, of Washington, 
is a most lovable gentleman. I am very fond 
of him, both for his fine character and his 
superb fighting qualities. But I was sur- 
prised that he should, being a native Ten- 
nessean, so far forget his democratic prece- 
dents and presidents as to declare, in the 
senate debate, that “this proposed limitation 
upon the presidency would be déstructive 
of American principles of government.” 

As the news editor would say, “that Is 
important—if true.” But let us note how 
some of the fathers. and stepfathers of the 
republic regarded the same matter, 

In his first annual message to congress, 
December 8, 1829, President Andrew Jackson 
said: 

“I consider it one of the most urgent of 
duties to bring to your attention the 
of amending that part of our 
constitution which relates to the election of 
president and vice president. Our system of 
government was, by its framers, deemed an 
experiment, and they, therefore, consistently 
provided a mode of remedying its defects. 

“To the people belongs the right of elect- 
ing their chief magistrate; it was never de- 
signed that their choice should in any case 
be defeated, either by the intervention of 
electoral colleges or by the agency confided, 
under certain contingencies, to the house of 
representatives. Experience proves that in 
proportion as agents to execute the will of 
the people are multiplied there is danger of 
their wishes being frustrated. Some may be 
unfaithful; all are Hable to err. So far, 
therefore, as the people can, with con- 
venience speak, it is safer for them to ex- 
press their own will.’”. 

In a subsequent message, speaking upon 
the same subject, Jackson said: 

“In connection with such an amendment 
it would seem advisable to limit the service 
of the chief magistrate to a single/ .erm of 
either four or six years.” 

Jackson had won the plurality of elec- 
toral votes in 1824, but was beaten out by 
the adherents of John Quincy Adams, Henry 
Clay and William Henry Crawford, of Geor- 
gia, in the election by the house of repre- 
sentatives,* the choice falling by states on 
Adams. 

In all of-his eight annual messages to 
the congress he urged this particular reform, 
but no definite action was taken to secure 
it, probably because the politicians had 
meantime devised the party convention, by 
which mechanism they realized a system 
that up to date has resulted in Keeping the 
presidential election out of the congress, ex- 
cept in the case of the Tilden-Hayes contest 
in 1876. 

The first democratic national convention 
was held in Baltimore in 1832, when Jackson 
was renominated by acclamation, and beat 
Adams in the electoral] college by 178 to 83. 

* Andrew Johnson, of Tennessee, as a rep- 
resentative in congress in 1845, revived the 
Jackson ideas, and introduced a joint resolu- 
tion proposing a constitutional amendment 
to effect them. Nothing came of that ef- 
fort. Again in 1860, as United States sena- 
tor from Tennessee, Mr. Johnson brought 
forward the measure, but the oncoming exi- 
gencies of the civil war relegated it to the 
junk-heap of negligible issues. 

But, when Johnson, upon the assassina- 
tion of Lincoln became president, and after 
his fierce reconstruction and impeachment

In a special message of July 18, 1868, and 
in his last annual message in December of 
that year, he specially stressed the wisdom

That’s Roosevelt’s Opinion--The 
Colonel Talks of Political

February 12.—Former 
President Roosevelt made his first 
public appearance in the councils of 
the progressive party for many weeks 
tonight, to say that so far as he was 
concerned there would be no compro- 
mise, no amalgamation, no yielding in 
the fight for the party. 

“The progressive party hes come to 
stay,” he declared. 

The ex-president again attacked the 
supreme court of Idano for its decision 
denying the progressive party a place 
on the ticket at the fall election.

2,000 seats at the table were all taken, 
many by women, and hundreds of 
Spectators filled the balcony  over- 
looking the ballroom, in which the 
dinner was siiven. Albert J. Bever- 
ldge, prisavedsive Candidate for gov-

Colonel Roosevelt declared unequiv- 
ocally against the amalgamation o.

“The progressive party. said he, 
“will amalgamate with neither of the 
two old parties, both of which are 
boss-controlled and _  privilege-ridden.

Georgian Presides When Con- 
gress Declares Wilson and 
Marshall Are Elected. 


PATRICK HENRY GAVEL 
USED BY SENATOR BACON 


Washington, D. C., February 12.— 
(Speciak)—Senator Bacon of Geor- 
gia, in presiding over the two 
houses today, used the wooden gavel 
sent him by the Atlanta chapter of 
the D. A: R.’s, made of the wood of 
a tree which grew by the grave of 
Patrick Henry. Senator Bacon and 
Former Vice President Fairbanks 
are the only men now living who 
have ever presided over the two 
houses 


Washington, February 12.— With 
elaborate ceremonie® the senate and 
house today in joint session canvassed 
the electoral votes of the various 
states of the union and officially de- 
clared Woodrow Wilson, of New Jer- 
sey, and Thomas R, Marshall, of In- 
diana, elected president and vice 
president of the United States for the 
term beginning March 4. 

Senator Bacon, presiding over the 
joint session, proclaimed the election, 
when, to the crowded floor and gal- 
leries of the house chamber, he de- 
livered the . following proclamation 
prescribed in the official rules: 

“This announcement of the state of 
thé vote by thé: president of the sen- 
ate pro tempore shall be deemed a suf- 
ficient declaration of the persons 
elected president and vice president of 
the United States, each for the term 
beginning March 4, 1913.” 

Democrats of the house and senate 
greeted -the announcement with a, 
round of applause, a few cheers and 
several shrill, long yells, the usual 
democratic indications of approval. 
The galeries joined in the demonstra- 
tion And the’ dignified senate, led by 
Senator Bacon and two pages bearing 
the wooden caskets containing the 
electoral vote certificates, returned to 
its own classic ¢onfines, 

The nature of the house asserted 


itself, however, and there were cheers 


and handclapping and yells as the 
canvass proceeded. The announcement 
of the California vote drew applause 
from the Roosevelt supporters. A real 
democratic outburst followed when 
Senator Martine, one of the tellers, 
announced New Jersey's 14 votes for 
Wilson and Marshall, and applause 
came from the republican side when 
Utah and Vermont each gave Taft and 
Butler 4 votes. 

The recapitulation gave Wilson and 
Marshall 485 votes, Roosevelt and 
Johnson 88 votes and Taft and Butler 
8 votes. |

He wag expected 
to leave here shortly after midnight, 
but changed his plans so he could 
drop in for an hour at the home of 
Ii. T. Stotesbury, who gave an enter- 
tainment in honor of the Chicago- 
Philadelphia Grand Opera company. 
He planned to leave for Washington 
with the members of his cabinet who 
came to the dinner, early tomorrow, 
and is due in the capital at 7:15 @. m. 

The president began his speech with 
a tribute to Lincoln. He finished with 
an attack upon the progressives, but 
he said, they would line up 
once again with the republicans. 

“What of the future of the repub- 
lican party?” asked the president. 

“We have had a division and 
have had a beating. 

“We're a great, strong people, and 
Wwe Can stand a great deal. It may 
be that this defeat will benefit us 
this time. It may be that through it 
we will come to recognize again the 
principle of recognized government. 
One of the characteristics of the re- 
publican party is that’ it has shown 
in the last fifty years an ability to 
get together and organize and carry 
into effect the great prindples for 
it stands.

ECONOMY DEMOCRATS — 
GETTING INTO ACTION 


Great Expenditure of, Public 
Money Causes the Leaders 
to Call a Halt. 


-_ — ee 


Washington, February 12.—Economy 
differénces among the house demo- 
crats today reached the leaders of 
the democratic side. and efforts were 
made to reconcile the factions, which 
threaten to precipitate a struggle over 
the naval appropriation bill with Its 
two battleship provision when it ap- 
pears on the floor. 

Speaker Champ Clark, Majority 
Leader Underwood and Representative 
Fitzgerald, chairman of the appropria- 
tions committee, conferred over the 
entire appropriation. situation for the 
session, and Mr. Fitzgerald told the 
leaders in no uncertain terms that the 
appropriations were amounting to a 
much larger figure than had been an- 
ticipated. He recommended vigorous 
cuts in the bills yet to be passed. 

After the conference, Leader Under- 
wood tabked over the situation with 
members of the ways and means com- 
mittee. Last night’s meeting of the 
economy advocates had taken up a 
resolution asking the ways and means 
committee to discipline the naval af- 
faire committee for increasing the 
naval bill. The bill as framed by the 
committee would carry about $146,000,- 
000, and the economy advocates insist 
that it should be cut about $20,000,000. 
Mr. Underwood called on Representa- 
tive Padgett, of Tennessee, chairman 
of the naval affairs committee, and 
urged him to endeavor to cut down 
the bill. Mr. Padgett called the domo- 
crats of his committee together, but 
they were unable to agree on any re- 
duction, and the matter was put over 
until tomorrow.

The public buildings omnibus Dill 
alao will be a target of attack in the 
house. Chairman Fitzgerald figures 
that the appropriations already pro- 
posed to be enacted by this session of 
congress, exclusive of the public build- 
ings, run $115,000,000 above the total 
of last year. Tonight, Chairman Bur- 
nett, of the public buildings commit- 
tee, stated that his bill would aggre- 
gate about $26,000,000. 

It was reported that the bill includes 
substantial provisions for improve- 
ments in the districts of Democratic 
Leader Underwood, Republican Leade 
Mann, Chairman Fitzgerald and other 
house leaders.

The report says that canners operat- 
ing in the rural districts have never 
obeyed the state child labor law, “be- 
cause they never have had to.” “The 
employment of mere bables,”” the com- 
mission holds, has been the result, and 
it adds that of 1,259 children found at 
work in thirty-three sheds, the oldest 
was 14 years old and the youngest 
Was 3. 

Many of the canners, the report ex- 
plains, are opposed to the employment 
of children, and half of them do not 
resort to it, but “as the canning In- 
dustry is largely devoted to exploita- 
tion of foreigners, the parents of the 
children make them work.” 

Of women workers the report says: 

“No woman can work from 16 to 21% 
hours a day for weeks, in sOme Cases 
even months, without permanent in- 
jury to her health. Yet women are 
doing just this in the up-state can- 
neries and factories and shops during 
the six-week Christmas rush. In the 
large canneries the work keeps up 
pretty regularly during a season of 
four or five months. A wee] of 85.94, 
in one case 119% working hours, is 
not followed by a week of compara- 
tive rest, but by another almost as 
bad. And the pay averages 10 cents 
an hour.” 

The commission recommends the 
creation of an industrial board with 
power to make regulations to fit every 
industry.
